(Trans.):—‘‘ King James of England is preparing to set out from the Court 
for Corunna on Tuesday, the 4th of April, and will pass the night in Valladolid, 
where you must promptly give him the most suitable lodging, as also his retinue 
which consists of two gentlemen, persons of distinction, and five servants for his 
service. From here to that city he is coming by coach and relays, and from Valla- 
dolid to Benavente, you must supply him with a coach, and arrange the teams for 
him as may be necessary in order to perform the journey in a single day, and from 
Benevente to Villafranca, on the borders of Galicia, the king will go in the same 
coach in which he departed from Valladolid, and with a single set of mules, which 
you must provide also, for short journeys. 

‘At Villafranca the coach which you have provided for him will leave his 
Britannic Majesty, and from Villafranca forward he will make use of riding beasts 
of the kind you provide at the appointed place, eight of them, leaving to your 
choice and judgment to appoint for the person of the king either a horse or a 
mule with a good pace, and all these beasts will continue the journey to Corunna, 
of course in Villafranca the Person will be escorted by the Marquis de Risbourg 
who will serve and conduct the king the rest of the journey... .’’ Etc.

expect. Our Favourite English Laws my dear Sir William, the Laws of reason &

of irresistible Power, & surely the power of Bonaparte at the head of his Egyptian 
Army stained with the innocent blood of half Italy, hungering and thirsting for the 
treasures of the order of Malta must be admitted as irresistible.’’

Dolomieu was one of the savants selected to attend Bonaparte in his expedition 
to Egypt in 1798. After a hasty survey of a part of Lower Egypt, he sailed for 
France in March, 1799, and was taken prisoner by the Neapolitans who were then 
at war with the French. Efforts were vainly made by several sovereign powers for 
his release, but this could not be obtained until the victory of Marengo compelled 
Naples to make a treaty in which his liberation was positively stipulated.

; You are aware that I passed several years in Russia, part of which 
time I was occupied in editing the New Testament in Mandchou Tartar, which is 
the peculiar language of the nation to which the family at present reigning in China 
pertains. This employment alone brought me considerably in contact with those 
Russians who transact on the part of Russia all business connected with diplomacy 
between the courts of St. Petersburg and Pekin. The history of these people is 
interwoven with what you are desirous of learning. 

‘* Since the latter portion of the reign of Peter the Great the Russians have 
enjoyed the privilege of maintaining a species of Monastic establishments at Pekin, 
at the head of which is an Archimandrite—a religious personage—as he invar iably 
belongs to one or other of the monastic orders; the rest are nominally missionaries. 
I say nominally because their real object in Pekin is not to preach the Greek religion 
or to make converts, but to acquire the Chinese and Mandchou languages and become 
acquainted with the politics at the Court of Pekin. 

‘“Tt is contrary to the treaty for the missionaries at ‘Pekin to hold any corres- 
pondence with their native country during their residence in China; this provision 
however is continually evaded, and letters are continually coming and going to and 
from Chiaeta by means of the Tartars who are well rewarded. 

‘“No Chinese is allowed to enter Russia and no Russian into China except 
with the mission. It is very difficult to pass the frontier, the Tartars on both sides 
receiving 100 roubles for the apprehension of every straggler, on which account they 
are continually on the look-out: the Russian convicts frequently attempt to escape 
into China but are invariably brought back.”’

A lengthy letter of very great interest written immediately after Charlotte and 
Hmily Bronté left the Héger establishment in Brussels for Haworth on the death 
of their aunt. M. Héger expresses his sympathy for Mr. Bronté on the loss he has 
sustained, speaks highly of his daughters’ talents and refers to the possibility of his 
offering them a position in his school. 

In 1841 the Bronté sisters decided to start a school, but it seemed desirable 
that they should qualify themselves by acquiring some knowledge of foreign 
languages on the Continent. In February, 1842, Charlotte and Emily went ‘to 
Brussels and entered the school kept by M. and Mme. Héger. Their talents were 
soon discovered, and, dispensing with the drudgery of grammar, M. Héger set them 
to study pieces of classical French literature, and to practise original composition 
in French. Although the sisters profited by this instruction, the general tone of the 
school was uncongenial. News of the last illness and death of their aunt Miss 
Bramwell reached them in the autumn. They started immediately for Haworth 
and passed the rest of the year at home. 

This letter from M. Heger to Patrick Bronté culminated in Charlotte returning 
to Brussels as a teacher. She went in January, 1843, and Stayed till the end of 
the year. Her experiences in Brussels were used in the ‘ ‘ Professor,’? and with 
surprising power in ‘‘ Villette,’’ which is to so great an extent a literal reproduction 
of her own personal history that! some of the persons described complained of minor 
inaccuracies as though it had been avowedly a matter-of-fact narrative.

At the same time we should 
remember that the fact of communication implies the most valuable of all tricks 
to this natural world of ours. Also, we have no right perhaps, because we have 
intercourse, to expect revelation. On the earth, for instance, we have incessant 
intercourse one with another, and we get an apocalypse seldom indeed— three 
poets in three distant ages born,’ etc.—for the rest, it is a mistake to suppose 
that mere inanities and stupidities are given by the spirits, though some of the 
communications are certainly inane and stupid enough. What is wanted is a 
persistent assembling together of intelligent and devout minds. Then we should 
have intenser responses, [ think. The mediumship of insulated individuals seems 
as if it could not bear the strain of continuous and logical communication. The 
sentences break into fragments; the thought does not cohere, the medium gives 
back short breathings from the spirit world, gasps of half articulated significance, 
and fails in anything beyond. It’s an imperfect echo repeating faintly the last 
syllable of a full utterance. We have not learnt how to deal with this power ; 
and it’s our business to learn, that’s certain, 

‘Will you tell me what is meant by your ‘ being requested by them (the 

* spirits) to subscribe to what is utterly incredible ’—that is, will you tell me if it 
is lawful for me to ask.

‘*T don’t wish, not even wish to deceive you, Madam, The Searcher of hearts 
is my witness how dear you are to me; but tho’ it were possible you could be still 
dearer to me—I would not even kiss your hand, at the expense of your conscience. 

It is not 
mouthing everything sacred; it is not vague, ranting assertions; it is not assuming, 
haughtily and insultingly assuming, the dictatorial language of a Roman Pontiff, 
that must dissolve a union like ours. Tell me, Madam, are you under the least 
shadow of an obligation to bestow your love, tenderness, caresses, affections, heart 
and soul, on Mr. M’Lehose—the man who has repeatedly, habitually and barbarously 
broke thro’ every tie, of Duty, Nature, or Gratitude to you? The laws of your 
Country indeed, for the most useful reasons of Policy and sound government, have 
made your person inviolate; but are your heart and affections bound to one, who 
gives not the least return of either to you? You cannot do it; it is not in the 
nature of things that you are bound to do it; the common feelings of humanity 
forbid it.’’

He arrived at Jaffa on 16th January, 
1883, on his way to Jerusalem, and this collection relates entirely to the investiga- 
tions into Biblical sites and stories on which he spent the whole of that year. 

The manuscripts, which contain numerous plans and drawings, are headed or 
deal with 

The Depression of the Dead Sea. 

Where is the Garden of Eden? 

The various Gibeas. 

Traditions ete. concerning the formation of man, 
Kirjath jearim now Abou goosh. 

Memo on Walls, Jerusalem, etc. 

There are also twenty plans and drawings, several in colour, showing the 
boundary of Judea and Benjamin; a section of the Jordan valley; site of former 
Temple; plan of Jerusalem showing the various walls; contours of the country 
round Jerusalem and showing boundary wall between Judea and Benjamin; the 
skull and section of Eastern hill; Jerusalem; plan showing Southern part of 
ancient Jerusalem ; etc. 

In the letters, of which there are forty-six, many with sketches in the text, 
Gordon explains at great length his theories about the sites of the holy places, and 
about the Temple, and refers to the ‘‘ Garden tomb” which has since been 
associated with his name, and gives a sketch showing the proximity of the tomb 
to the hill shaped as a skull, which Gordon believed to be Golgotha. 

The following short extracts will show the great interest of the letters. 

I send you a sketch of the ground on which Jerusalem is, and 
will complete the others in a day or two. I must come and get from you the 
measurements of Jeremiah’s Grotto, and ask you about the Rock tomb near there 
to the West. The Roman Eagle Titus flew at the throat of the Lamb of Zion. 
Chaplin I think says your conduit enters between the Babs, Ghawaramani and 
Serai, but I like it to come in at Gate Inspector. . . . David’s Tomb must be on 
Mt. Zion. . . . I knew before I ever heard of it, that your conduit must exist, 
and it must come from Skull. Scripture did not mention Skull three times without 
object, and if the word ‘sides’ of North means Rib in Hebrew P. XLVITII. I 
consider the matter settled.’’ Etc. 

‘*T send you a paper on birth and burial place of Samuel. 

‘“As for Mispeh being Neby Samuel, I do not think it. I expect it is some- 
where near the Austrian Consuls Hill. Do you know of any large cistern in those 
hills which Asa made for fear of Baasha and where Ishmail threw the bodies of the 
slain.”’

a . When I left you I walked down Jaffa Gate direction, and looking 
at the Pool Mamilla, and also at Birket Sultan, it seemed to me, that the valley 
at Birket Sultan was very shallow, also that ‘there was a semblance of ravine 
towards Jaffa Gate.

John Johnson, ‘‘ Johnny of Norfolk,’’ almost entirely dealing with their mutual 
friend William Cowper, who, at this time was being cared for by Johnson. The 
majority of the letters are signed ‘‘ The Hermit,’’ and were used by Johnson in his 
memoirs of Hayley, and contain several explanatory notes and numerous deletions 
and emendations by him, a great number of the references to Cowper’s mental 
disease being unpublished. 

This correspondence which commences in 1796 and ends in 1819, expresses 
Hayley’s joy at the prospect of an improvement in Cowper’s health which he had 
anticipated after the death of Mrs. Unwin, and suggests the whole household moving 
to his house for the following summer, an invitation which was not accepted owing 
to Cowper’s indisposition, 

Hayley refers to Cowper resuming work on his Homer and sends a sonnet on 
hearing the good news that he may again begin original composition, 

In 1799 Hayley mentions the failing health of his own son, on whom he sends 
a sonnet, and six months later expresses a wish to correct a passage in Cowper’s 
Homer before quoting it in his own work on Sculpture, which he is anxious to 
complete during his son’s lifetime. He refers to his son’s death shortly after. 

He sends suggestions for the printing of the Homer, with a letter to Cowper, 
signed ‘‘ The Hermit,”’ and a sonnet. 

After the poet’s death, Hayley hopes Johnson will write his biography, and 
requests him to edit a full edition of his works to which he will willingly contribute 
memoirs, but eventually it was Hayley who wrote the biography, and he appeals 
for any information which may help in his task. 

In 1801, Blake, who at this time was staying with “ The Hermit,’’ and reading 
the Iliad with him, is stated to be at work on his 38rd Ballad, and plates for Cowper’s 
biography, and wishes for a portrait of Cowper to engrave for an edition of Milton. 

Hayley also sends epitaphs for Mrs. Unwin’s grave, and for a tablet to Cowper 
in Westminster Abbey or St. Paul’s, a title page for the poet’s translation of the 
Iliad and Odyssey ; he criticises Flaxman’s design for the monument, and later, the 
monument itself erected at Dereham, for which Blake had engraved a design, and, 
owing to Lady Hesketh’s objection to a couplet in the Dereham epitaph, encloses 
some alternative ones. He also mentions that Blake is working on ‘‘an Adam of 
his own, surrounded by Animals’? as a frontispiece to the projected ballads.

Asa 
humorous means . . . of bringing home to his friends the defeat and surrender 
of a determined bachelor, Lamb wrote a letter on December 29th to Joseph Hume, 
announcing that Hazlitt had cut his throat (1.e., had become engaged. . ). Hazlitt 
played up gallantly enough. On January 10th, 1808, he issued a manifesto of his 
vitality, and an appeal that his funeral might ‘not take place as intended. . 
Lamb and Hume kept the ball in the air for a few days longer, and the joke then 
died.”’ 

The present letter of Joseph Hume to Charles Lamb humorously insists that some 
impostor has stepped into Hazlitt’s shoes and that Lamb should bring this impostor 
to dine with the Humes on the next Sunday. 

ot Considering now the whole circumstances of the case, particularly his

Also your trip to Christiania 
and your experiences gave me a lot to think about and were for me a valuable con- 
tribution to the characteristics of our progressives. Never have I felt more estranged 
from the ways and doings of our Northern countrymen, never more repulsed nor 
more unpleasantly impressed than after the lesson given me by the last vagrant. 
Still, I have not given up hope that all this passing crudeness will in time develop 
into true culture inwardly and outwardly. But no one is interested in this up there, 
just now. Neither do I believe that the active forces of the present time in our 
country want to cope with any deeper, more spirityal tasks than those that are 
now the order of the day. Or perhaps they are hardly equal to it. . It was an unlucky 
hour for progress in Norway when Johan Sverdrup came into ‘ power’ and put on a 
muzzle and handcuffs. . .’’

the Dutch troops embarked for North Britain, preparations for opposing the rebels, 
a report that the Duke of Argyle has won a great victory over the Earl of Marr, 
the arrest and execution of some of the Pretender’s followers, the head of one victim 
being put up at Temple Bar, a rumour that the Pretender has been secured in the 
Bastille by the Regent of France; refer to the victory over the rebels by General 
Wills at Preston, give news of the Pretender’s landing in Scotland and the prob- 
ability of his betrayal by the Scotch, deal with the warrants already signed for the 
execution of the six lords (the Earls of Derwentwater, Nithsdale, and Carnworth, 
and Lords Widdrington, Kenmure and Nairn), and that the Countess of Derwent- 
water has presented a petition to the king on behalf of her husband. 


A number of letters deal with the writers’ outlay of money during the rebellion ; 
they give interesting detailed accounts of their expenses and refer to the difficulty 
in getting the money refunded from the Treasury.

He strongly criticises the manner 
in which money was spent during the rebellion, and states that the accounts would 
better become agents in an election than gentlemen employed in the service of their 
country.

The prisoners can be divided into three groups :— 

First of all there is the large group of Jansenists (a religious sect whose 
doctrines were pronounced heretical). Among the arrested were: Abbé Nicolas 
Camoin, Abbé Darribat, Abbé Faure, Lacaille, Tassancourt, and Rollin, Jean Fiet, 
Madeleine Limetain, Rouange, Pierre Santureau (Blondin), Dame Giroux, Marie 
Jeanne Lelievre, Jean Bourdat, Charlotte Dubray, Dom Paul Susalue, L. Langlois, 
Abbé Pierre Vailland, le Pere de Gennes, Abbé Jourdain, Heude, G. Borizon de la 
Couronne, le Pere Canard, Abbé Marc des Essart, etc., etc. Most of these men were 
by profession printers, engravers, or priests. 

The second group is composed of men arrested for anti-religious and immoral 
writings, such as: Thomas Goudet, Jacques Mercier, J. J. Dupin, Gabriel Deliége, 
Henry Claude Maucourt, de Montador, Claude Larcher, J. J. Devaux, Goebel 
(Lallemand), Son Deliege, Laurent Charles Guillaume, Claude Francois Jores, 
Marcant, Louis Creté, Belleroze, Chorninet, Nicolas Guillaume, Bulot, etc., ete. 

The following men were imprisoned for fraud, debts, smuggling, intriguing, 
embezzlement, witchcraft, etc.: Monilier de Beauvais, his accomplice Julien de 
Morvan, his servant Jean Mamen, Chantereau, Antoine Terrason, Ledoux, Girault, 
Antoine Davezie, Tissier, le Comte de Banjou, Alexis Robert de la Motte, L. M. 
Poissant, F. de la Bullenaye, etc. 

There are other documents dealing with those imprisoned for unknown reasons. 

When the Bastille was stormed on the 14th July, 1792, the archives were thrown 
by the mob into the moat, where they lay for some days; and afterwards a very few 
ot them were rescued and placed in the Convent des Celestins, which was the nearest 
semi-public building. Thence, after an interval of weeks or months (the exact period 
not being known) such as were still available were removed to the Bibliotheque de 
V’Arsenal, which was the nearest public lbrary. 

At the Bibliotheque de l’Arsenal there are a few battered volumes of Ordres du 
Roi still extant, and none of them in the original binding. 

Some of the pages in the present volume are torn. This was done by the mob, 
who in many cases pierced the archives of the Bastille with swords before they threw 
them into the ditch.

Thackeray’s speech was partly printed in Taylor’s ‘‘ Thackeray, the Humorist 
and Man of Letters,’’ but only fragmentarily. He evidently was very surprised at 
the laudatory way in which Adolphus introduced him, and in his speech used the 
word ‘* outrageous.”’ 

Thackeray, going home and thinking over what he had said, was very annoyed 
with himself for having used the expression, and the first portion of this letter to 
Adolphus is apologising for using it,—he then refers to ‘‘ Vanity Fair’ and his own 
illustrations for it, and the poor result of its sales, by which the publishers had 
lost some hundreds of pounds. 

‘‘T feel very much annoyed and repentant this morning, when I think of that 
mad performance of last night, and the words that I used in reply to yours. 
‘Outrageous’ is a deuced hard epithet to apply to a gentleman’s language, and I 
quite blush now when I think of it. 

‘*T was frightened out of all propriety by the compliments wh. you paid me: 
and am so unused to speaking that I lose myself entirely, plunge about wildly 
catching at words, and trying to keep above water. I suppose this nervousness 
would go off with practice; but in the meanwhile I beseech you to believe that I am 
not a reasonable being while under the panic of speaking, and that I never would 
have used such a phrase, and had I been in my senses. 

‘*T wonder whether what you said about Vanity Fair is correct (regarding the 
drawings I know you are wrong, for they are tenth or twentieth rate performances 
having a meaning perhaps but a ludicrous business of execution) but about the 
writing ? The publishers are at the minute several hundred pounds out of pocket 
by me, that I know for certain,—and I try to keep down my elation wh. my friends’ 
praises may cause to me, by keeping this fact steadily before my eyes. 

‘‘ Excuse me for boring you with a long note: but I write to ask pardon for 
what (as I see them with a slight headache this morning) appear to have been very 
absurd and ungrateful words.”’

But after the strength of the South is broken,—what 
then? It is all dark to me. We can never, I think, whether we are one nation or 
two—be the same people in character or in our domestic or foreign relations that 
we have been. Our strongly diverging material interests and our insane hatreds 
will prevent this. No people, speaking the same language, have fought, in the 
spirit in which we are now fighting, since the days of the Greek republics.’”’

to others. Thus the animosity may be hoped to be avoided which an attack upon 
vested interests could not have failed to have produced.

‘‘ With regard to the Suffrage the proposals of the Committee appear to the 
Queen to be framed with a due regard to the importance of not giving an undue 
proportion to the Democracy. In the Queen’s opinion the chief question to consider 
will be whether the strengthening of the Democratic principle will upset the balance 
of the Constitution and further weaken the Executive which is by no means too 
strong at present. The Queen is well aware of the difficulty of forming a correct 
estimate beforehand of the moral effect which such extensive changes may produce, 
but thinks that they cannot even be guessed at before the numerical results are 
accurately ascertained; she hopes therefore that the statistics will be soon in a state 
to be laid before her.’’

The tambourine dances were very animated, and the crowd was larger than 
last year. M. Simonis and I are astonished that the picture has not yet arrived; 
but we think the delay must be due to the vessel’s having encountered bad weather 
at sea. 

‘You always speak, my dear mother, of my return. This is quite natural, I 
desire it as much as you do. I cannot give you a definite time, as it depends on the 


conclusion of my picture, which is still making great strides. So have a little 
courage and patience. If only you knew how much of both I need to reach my goal 
promptly !

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CALL BACK YESTERDAY 


HIS is a book of letters and recollections. ‘The letters 

are from three centuries, of remarkable intrinsic interest 

and many of them never before published. The recol- 
lections, literary, political and social, cover the same period, 
for they are recollections of literature as well as of life, of 
men and women known through books or through stories 
handed down, as well as of those both numerous and famous 
whom the author has seen and known. 


Lady Charnwood possesses one of the most compre- 
hensive collections in private hands. Her Seventeenth 
Century letters, for instance, include a remarkable corres- 
pondence between Isaac Newton, Samuel Pepys and John 
Millineton. ‘Then there is an intimate letter from Thomas 
Wentworth, Lord Strafford, the ill-requited servant of 
Charles I, and one from Andrew Marvell revealing the 
manners and modes of his son’s Court, also a charming note 
from Montrose to Prince Rupert, and an interesting account 
of the Evelyn family with a letter from John and a really 
beautiful epistle to him from Edmund Waller, congratulating 
him on the birth of the longed-for boy, whom he was so soon 
to lose. Earlier than these are included for their interest, 
a document signed by Henry VII demanding a loan, a holo- 
gtaph from Sir Thomas Gresham to his son-in-law, and a 
note in the rare script of Sir Philip Sidney. 


The Eighteenth Century is the period of great letters, and 
the riches that are here displayed really defy description. 
Excellent letters from the Duke and Duchess of Marlborough, 
from the elder Pitt to whom she left a legacy, from Vanbrugh 
who abuses her, from Wolfe and Clive and from Warren 
Hastings who, writing in January, 1801, writes, “It is now 
the fashion to despair of our public situation ; I believe, 
without reason.” 


Literary Lichfield shows us what revolved round Dr. 
ohnson, and at least one of his letters, an early one, has 
only been published by the owner. He visited Stowe House 
when Mts. Gastrell owned it, before it belonged to Thomas 
Day, author of “ Sandford and Merton,” where in turn we 


have those strange characters, Edgeworth, Erasmus Darwin 
and Anne Seward. It came into the possession of Lady 
Charnwood’s mother in 1902. 


Mts. Thrale and Boswell, Chesterfield, Richardson, Gold- 
smith, all those whose orbits touched Johnson’s, are only 
some of the galaxy; here is a letter as rare as remarkable 
from Gay ; and—perhaps as good as anything in the book—a 
wonderful outpouring from Cowper. Here figure Congreve, 
Swift, Addison, Pope, and, inevitably, Lady Mary Wortley 
Montagu. The last letter in the section dedicated to the 
Eighteenth Century strikes a varied note, for it is from the 
Prince of Wales, later George IV, to Sir Charles Burbury, 
whose horse won the first Derby. The subject of the letter 
is a scandal of the Turf in which it was alleged that the 
Prince’s jockey was prime mover. The letter mentions 
Sheridan, and of course there is an epistle from him. 


Into the Nineteenth Century step Pitt and Fox by virtue 
of the date of their letters, 1801 and 1806, and they are followed 
in due order by Wellington and Sir John Moore, Nelson, 
Codrington and Collingwood, Earl Grey, William IV, 
Disraeli and Gladstone. 


Of perhaps the greatest intrinsic interest is the cortes- 
pondence between Mr. Gladstone and Mr. Mundella, the 
author’s grandfather, in which the reasons for Mr. Gladstone’s 
resignation are for the first time published. They herald the 
modern part of the book and in the Nineteenth Century Men 
of Letters it would be hard to find any unrepresented. Alfred 
Tennyson and Arthur Hallam, on the same sheet as well as 
separately, Byron, De Quincey, Landor, Charles Lamb, 
Coleridge, Shelley, Leigh Hunt, Dickens, George Borrow, 
Edward Fitzgerald, Rossetti, Swinburne, Mazzini, Matthew 
Arnold, Robert Bridges, Sir Edmund Gosse, and one exclu- 
sively Twentieth Century post-card from Rupert Brooke. 


Finally, there are two delightful chapters in which the 
author describes some of her family friends and gives some 
of her own recollections of them, both enlivened with much 
cottespondence. ‘The letters and recollections of Robert 
Browning are perhaps the most interesting, though the 
correspondence with Andrew Lang runs them close, and 
there are some delightful letters of Edward Lear and some 


charming recollections of him, as well as of Millais and 
Burne-Jones. 


Here are riches: and yet it is not by reason only of the 
interest of the material that this book must be read. The 
author has in fact done what so few authors do—she has 
justified her title. She has not only called back our vanished 
yesterdays but recreated their atmosphere, and the letters 
fall into a pattern which makes a picture at once so vivid and 
so harmonious that it remains in the memoty. 


Sit John Squire contributes a long and scholarly preface, 
and the book is very fully indexed. 
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
